Consider impact 
of new schools 


East Jordan and Boyne City school 
officials probably breathed a sigh of 


relief this week when they learned that 


two new Christian schools fell short of 
projected enrollments. 

It’s not that the public school of- 
ficials are opposed to Christian 
education. They just don’t want the 
quality of education at their own 
schools to suffer. That could happen, 
since every lost student means about 
$1,500 in lost state aid. 

As it is, there will be about 33 
students attending the two new 
schools, 15 at Jordan Valley Christian 
Academy in East Jordan and 18 at 
Boyne Valley Christian Academy in 
Boyne City. Since some of the students 
came from other school districts, the 
financial effect on Boyne and East 
Jordan will be apparently minimal this 
year. 

The East Jordan Christian school 
was hoping for an enrollment of 40. 
That would have meant the loss of 
$30,000 to $50,000 in state aid for.the 
public school, and certainly would have 
resulted in staff reductions. 

Although the state aid cuts were 
relatively mild for the public schools 
this year, they could be much more 
pronounced next year. 

Christian school organizers were hurt’ 
by the recent downturn in the economy 
and local factory layoffs. With tuition 
ranging from $450 to $550 a year, the 
schools undoubtedly would have at- 
tracted more students in prosperous 
times. 

Also working against. the Christian 
schools is the very fact that they are 
new to this area. Parents of some 
prospective students are apparently 
taking a ‘‘wait and see"’ attitude. If the

schools do a good job of educating their 
students this year, and if the economy 
improves, enrollment could increase 
dramatically next fall. 

There’s nothing wrong with that, of 
course. If some people in Boyne City 
and East Jordan feel strongly that 
their children attend Christian schools, 
it is good that they are available. 

And the element of competition 
might help make both schools try 
harder -- just as it makes competing 
newspapers, banks and hardware 
stores try harder. Introducing com- 
petition into the educational system 
was a major argument used by those 
who. supported the ‘‘voucher system” 
of state aid payments in the 1978 state 
elections. (That proposal was defeated 
by voters, or we surely would have seen 
more students enrolling in the 
Christian schools here this year.) 

There may he positive and negative 
results of the establishment of the 
Christian schools in our area. What is 
important at this point is that the 
public schools pay attention to the 
movement that is afoot and plan for it 
as much as possible. 

Will a decrease in state aid affect the 
overall quality of education? This 
question and others must be con- 
sidered. School officials can’t just cross 
their fingers and hope. They and their 
school boards should be getting very 
interested in seeing how the new 
schools evolve.

Message to Castle Farms, Marion Township 


Through my years of growing up and

This is my suggestion to Pyramid 
Productions and the Marion Township 
board on their problems regarding 
concerts at Castle Farms Music 
Theatre: work together and talk things 
out. 

Marion Township has filed’ suit 
against Castle Farms for failure to 
comply with an ordinance which 
requires 60 days notice of any 
gathering over 500 people. Castle 
Farms officials claim they apply for 
their permits within reasonable time 
but that the township changed 
provisions in the ordinance and a 
“disciepancy between us and them has 
occurred.”’ 

Both sides have valid reasons for

concern. The Marion Township board 
has to protect its citizens’ health, 
safety and welfare. When people 
complain about the concert-goers 
causing property damage or people 
trespassing on their !and, Marion 
Township is supposed ta have the 
solutions. And with as many as 17,000 
people attending some concerts, it’s not 
easy to control them all. 

For Castle Farms and Pyramid 
Productions, the complaint is that in 
the concert promotion 60 days advance 
notice might as well be 700 days, 
because it is usually impossible to 


_know that much ahead of time. They 


also say the concerts are good for area 
businesses and there’s no where else i in 
the area for concert entertainment. 

Recently in an interview Marion 
Township Supervisor Bob Potter said 
he sees no reason why he should talk 
with Castle Farms officials. 

“I do not try to communicate with 
them and they do not try to com- 
municate with me. As far as we are 
concerned they are in violation of the 
ordinance, and until it is settled we 
have nothing to talk about,” Potter 
said. 

Obviously, the biggest problem 
between these two groups is lack of 
communication. Here are two groups 
fighting each other in the courtroom, 
yet they cannot sit down and discuss 
some of the problems which night be 
simply solved by talking. 

Some complaints could be bargained 
outside the courtroom arena. Castle 
Farms has made attempts to improve 


past problems, namely traffic 
congestion and restroom _ facilities. 
Both the law enforcement. agencies and 
the health department say that 
compared to past years, the health and 
traffic problems are much improved. 
One police officer described Castle 
‘Farms as ‘‘calm.” 

For as few concerts as Castle Farms 
schedules the benefits to the com- 


‘munity far outweigh the problems. 


Castle Farms hopes to continue to 
make improvements. Next summer, 
facilities will be added, and earth- 
mounds 20 feet high will improve 
visibility for people inside the fence and 
act as noise barriers for property 
owners around the music theatre. 

I don’t have any easy answers for 
Castle Farms and Marion Township 
officials. But Castle Farms Music 
Theatre is apparently going to be 
around for a while and why waste time, 
money and effort fighting a battle in 
the courtroom?

many good attributes and that 
potential existed for TV to be the 
greatest learning tool of all time.

If 
anything, it will worsen as a generation 
of non-readers bear children of their 
own.

REAL ESTATE SEASONAL 


There is more activity in real estate in the 
summer than the winter and a seasonal 
downtrend begins with the start of the school 
year in every region of the country. 

A recent study shows that, nationally, sales 
typically jump nearly 30 percent in March over 
the January and February levels. Activity 
then continues to expand, although at a more 
modest pace, throughout the spring, reaching 
a peak in June and July.

BOYNE CITY - A 70-year-old city 
map found in an attic recently has 
raised new questions about the 
feasibility of building condominiums 
between Front Street and Lake 
Charlevoix. 


According to several people who 
have seen the pre-1910 map, it shows a 
66 ft. right-of-way for Front Street 
from the city limits to Ron’s Market. 
That’s nearly three times wider than 
the current blacktop width of about 24 
ft. 


But City Attorney Harvey Varnum 
said he is dubious about the current 
validity of the map. 

He said old plat maps show all 
streets to be 66 ft. wide, but later court 
decisions have held that the legal width 
of any street is what-is currently being 
used. 

“What the plat map shows does not

mean anything because even though it 
might say (Front Street is) 66 ft., the 
only thing that matters to the court is 
the current width -- what part of the 
road is used now,”’ he said. 


City resident William Benser found 
the plat map in his attic. It was left 
from the days when his father was a 
city surveyor. Benser did not want to 
reveal details of the map until it is 
verified by county officials. Benser 
brought the map to the attention of 
Save Front Street Committee members 
and Mayor Keith Fitzpatrick. 

Carol Judkins, one member of the 
committee, said the true width of the 
street may have to be settled in court. 

Attorney John Michael of 
Charlevoix, formerly employed by the 
Save Front Street Committee, said he 
has not seen any proof to show that 
Front Street is less than 66 ft. in width. 

The significance of the street width is 
that city zoning requirements require a 
minimum distance between the street

According to zoning requirements, 
the condominiums must be a minimum 
of 10 ft. from the road right-of-way.

City Manager Tim Clifton said the 
city would not take any action to look 
into the road width matter unti] Lake 
Associates, developers who say they 
want to build 108 condominiums, 
submit preliminary plans for their 
complex. 

Dave Smith of Lake Associates said 
he had not heard of the road width 
discrepancy and could not comment on 
the matter until he investigates its 
validity. 

Dave Smith said they plan to ‘‘start 
serious planning this month” in regard 
to the Front Street condominium 
complex.

BOYNE CITY -''We’ ve had a couple 
of large classes with kids of equal 
ability,” that’s how Rambler coach Bob 
McCullough explains the unusual 
depth on the 1979 edition of Boyne City 
High's football squad.

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The East Jordan Chamber of Commerce's renovation 


committee has tentative architectural drawings of 


various improvements that could be made-in the 
downtown area. One of the proposals is a kiosk, or sign- 
notice display area, that could be placed in the 
downtown area, The Chamber's hopes are for com- 
munity service organizations to sponsor the different 


im provements. 


Renovation 


EAST JORDAN - Plans for the 
renovation of downtown East Jordan 
are still in the preliminary stages, but. 
with the completion of architectural 
drawings of some possible im- 
provements, efforts are moving for- 
ward. 


Sketches by Petoskey architect 
Nichoias White, made possible by a 
$1,000 Chamber of Commerce 
donation, will be'shown to residents 
and to representatives of community 
service organizations in hopes of 
stimulating local interest in the 
business district renovation. 


White’s drawings show a kiosk, a 
European style announcement board; a 
gazebo; a bench-planter and street 
light unit; and walkways that could 


connect Main Street with Spring and 
the Memorial Park lakefront. 

Duane Chappuies, a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce renovation 
committee -- the group spearheading 
the movement for downtown im- 
provements -- emphasized that the 
sketches are all stil] tentative. 


“These are all examples of what 
could be done utilizing street-scapes,’’ 
Chappuies said. ‘It’s all tied into the 
building remodeling and restoration’’ 
which a number of city businesses are 
planning. An old fashioned theme is 
being followed. 


White’s drawings don’t deal with 
specific buildings, they’re strictly 
overall street and park improvements. 

The renovation committee isn't 


One possible improvement to East Jordan’s downtown 
area being studied by the Chamber of Commerce's 
renovation committee is the installation of combination 
benches-planters-street lights. The committee recently 
had an architect make drawings of different additions 
to beautify the downtown area. :

trying to meet any timetable for 
downtown improvements. 

“We're trying to accomplish as much 
as we can this year,’’ Chappuies said. 
“What we don’t, we'll continue next 
year.” 

The improvements to the downtown 
area, said Chappuies, are expected to 
be funded without state or federal 
monies. The sponsorship of individual 
projects, such as planters and the 
gazebo, by service organizations and 
maintenance by city crews would make 
that possible. 

The next step in the improvement 
campaign will be to try to interest 
service organizations in becoming 
involved in the project, Chappuies said. 

The drawings will soon be displayed 
in public places around the city. 


Pastor council appointee 


EAST JORDAN-Kenneth Hagen, 
37,. pastor of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church will be filling Harry Watson's 
Third Ward seat on East Jordan's city 
council. 

Mayor Jim Meredith recommended 
Hagen to serve until a November 
election can decide Watson's 
replacement and the council approved 
that recomendation at Tuesday night's 
regular meeting. 

Hagen, who moved to East Jordan in 
June of 1978, said he volunteered to fill 
the position at the urging of town: 
speople. 

“Tl was contacted by several people iri 
the community,”’ explained Hagen, 
whose appointment becomes official 
when he takes the oath of office. 
“They seemed to have trust in the way 
1 think.” 

Hagen, who's married and father of 
three, is going to play it by ear as far as 
running for the seat this November. 


In other action, the council approved 
a motion to amend the budgets of the 
police and fire departments. $1200 for 
the police department and $1115 for 
the fire department, to purchase 
repeater units for radios in a police car 
and in the ambulance. 

The units allow communication 
through the car radios using a mobile 
walkietalkie unit. This allows the user 
of the vehicle to utilize the range of the 
car unit rather than be limited to the 
short-distance capabilities of their 
alternative. two or five watt walkie 
talkies. 

The repeaters are effective with up to 
a two mile distance between a hand- 
held walkie talkie and the car radio. 

Council also heard suggested 
amendments to city codes. One con- 
cerned the city’s inoperative motor 
vehicle code, shortening the length of 
time needed before a vehicle can be 
declared inoperative. A provision of the 


amendment would allow cars to. be 
registered as historical vehicles. 

Another suggested code revision 
concerned dangerous structures and 
the steps the city would take con- 
cerning elimination of the safety hazard 
posed by any structures deemed to be 
dangerous by city superintendent 
Herm Rasch or other designated city 
officials. 

The suggested revisions were tabled 
for further study until the next council 
meeting. 

The council discussed whose 
responsibilty it was to clean the en- 
trance road to Sportsmans Park on 
Water Street and later Rasch 
suggested that the council check into 
making the entrance to the Park an 
official road since currently the platt 
doesn't show it as such. Councilman 
Bud Kenny will try to arrange a 
meeting with officers of the Sportsman 
Club. 


New voc-ed programs offered 


EAST JORDAN - Additional course 
offerings and some new faces greeted 
students when they returned to school 
Wednesday morning. 

Three new vocational programs at 
the high school and a new activity 
period at the middle school are the 


~ auti.onal courses offered, while each of 


the three school buildings has two new 
or reassigned teachers. 

Juniors and seniors have the op- 
portunity to take a course in health 
occupations taught at Grandvue 
Medical Care Facility under the 
direction of Marian Sutliff. Geriatic 
care is the basis of the program and the 
course also gives a general survey of all 
hospital operations. 

The head cook of East Jordan’s 
schools, Mrs. Arlene Hammond, will 
teach a commercial foods course em- 
phasizing bulk food preparation, 
kitchen operations and management. 

The third new vocational offering is a 
clerk-typist program. Clerical office 
skills are the point of emphasis for this 
course. Use of office machines, typing, 
filing, accounting and genera} office 
management will all be covered. 

Gerald Hawes, one of two new 
teachers at the high school, will teach 
the clerk-typist program. Hawes, an 


Enrollment less than expected 
at new Christian schools 


The slumping economy and com- 
petition from other similar schools has 
kept ‘enrollment lower than originally 
expected at the two new Christian 
schools in Boyne City and East Jordan. 

Probably the biggest surprise was 
the low enrollment at Jordan Valley 
Christian Academy, which is being 
started by the East Jordan Missionary 
Church. 

: As of last Friday, 15 students were 
- enrolled -- well below the 40 students 
which Rev. Dale Turner estimated the 

_ schoo! would attract a month ago. 

The Christian. school enrollment is 
especially significant to public school 
officials, because the public schools lose 


about $1,500 in state aid for every 


student. they lose. 

The Jordan Valley school falling 25 
~- students short of its projection means 
“pare than 837,000 in state aid will go to 

- public schools -- although all-of the 
_ ‘students may not -have.come from East 
“Jordan, 
“The school, which is. non- 
.. denominational, is still accepting 
“ VappHcations.:Tultion js 8550 a year 
“) cowith the-cost reduced by $50 for each 
“additional family member. enrolled. 


“Rev, Purner said there are a number 
._ of feapons the enrollment is lees than | 


expected. he 
“Things pre snug at the plants,” he 
aad, We had some. people say. they 


weren't able to handle tuition right 
now. Others said they wanted to wait 
and see how it went.” 

Rev. Turner also credited the new 
Boyne Valley Christian Academy in 
Boyne City and a Christian school in 
Kalkaska. for taking some of the 
students away. He said his school 
might pick up additional students 
during the year. ; 

The school will have two:rooms ~ a 
“learning to read’’ room for younger 
children and a “reading to learn’’ room 
for older children. 

Teachers are Glen and Mary Ellen 
Parker and Rose Boring, all East 
Jordan residents. The school will teach 
the Accelerated Christian Education 
curriculum, developed by Dr. Donald 
Howard of Dallas. 

The Boyne Valley Christian 
Academy, under the direct..n of Rev. 
John Beard is sponsored ‘and operated 
by the. First Baptist Church at 876 
State St., Boyne City. 

‘Asa first year school, Rev. Beard did 
not expect enrollment to be much 


higher than the 18 students now 


enrolled. =. 

“We have room for 25 but 18 is what 
we expected for our first year, We may 
have: another five students coming 
during the year -- we'ré not sure,” he 
aald; ara 
Beard speculated that enrollment is 


lower because it is a new school. He 
said the cost of tuition, which is $550 
per year for kindergarteners and $700 
for grades one through seven, did not 
seem to deter parents from enrolling 
their children. 

The fee is $50 more than the 
Christian School in Traverse City, but 
Rev. Beard said parents who are used 
.) driving to Traverse City will save 
money on gas. 


One teacher, Hope Stewart, from 
Gaylord, and two aides, Dyan Conaway 
and Nancy Matthews, both from Boyne 
City, will teach ‘basic Christian 
philosophies and responsibilities.” Rev. 
Beard described the schoo as "like any 
public school but we'll have Bible and 
chapel every day.” 


Boyne City Schoo! Superintendent 


Rich Kelly said the Christian school. 


enrollment. will certainly affect Boyne 


’ City ‘schools. 


“We had estimated enroliment to be 
1,400 and budgeted accordingly. So 
we'll lose $1,613 for each student under 
the enrollment. of 1,400-and gain $1,513 
for. any enroliment above that,” 


A’ trend toward the basic. Christian 


education seems to be evident from the’ 


fact: that two new Christian schools 


’ have opened in the area. Kelly said if 


the schools are opening’: because of 
disciplinary purposes, he: believes 


public schools ‘are doing a good job in 
these areas." 


"We are always striving to improve 
our (displinary) program but we feel we 
have a good basic program as is. 
Discipline and control in public schools 
is improving,” he said. 


Yet another Christian school in the 
area is down from projected enrollment. 
Faith Evengelical Lutheran School, 


- which has been operating for about 


seven years, has nine students enrolled. 
That is three leas than last year. 


Faith Evangelical is located halfway 
between Boyne City and East Jordan 
near the corner of Wilson and Behling 
Roads. :
